LETT ER F ROM PHILA DELPIIIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 10th, 1874. 

Since writing my last letter winter has 
commenced, and the near approach of 
Christmas has made business more lively, 
aud has drawn to our city many visitors 
who nre on the lookout for Christmas 
presents to give to their relatives and 
friends, December is usually a good 
month with the retail trade, and this 
year there is no inconsiderable amount of 
trade in progre-s with jobbing houses and 
commission merchants. There is no reas- 
on at present to suppose that the trade 
this month will not exhibit better results 
than those of last December. The farm- 
ers were rarely in a better position than 
now. One thing is certain, they are get- 
ting more money for their beef and pork 
than for years past, and all the descrip- 
tions of grain, except wheat, they are 
receiving prices fully up to, and in some 
cases beyond, last year's mark. The 
democrats fear very much that Congress 
will make a blunder with the currency 
question, and would prefer to have the 
whole question of finance left to the ac- 
tion of the forty-fourth Congress, which 
will be fresh from the people. The coun- 
try needs r:st, and can well afford to wait 
another year, before a change in the 
currency question, which the present 
Congress scems unable to se:tle to the 
satisfaction of the people. 

The annual message of the President of 
the United States wa; received here on 
Monday last in time for the Inte editions 
of the afternoon paper-, but it created but 
litle excitement, which was probably 
owing to the leading topics having been 
discounted by the morning disratches 
from Washington that day. Whether 
the people here were indifferent to what 
«General Grant might have to say on the 
issues of the day or not, is uncertain ; but 
a Presidential message was never known 
to create so little excitement.  Philndel- 
iphia is now going through a political 
revolution, and in a few years it will 
rank among the great democratic cities of 
the country. I hear less hostility against 
the Southern people talked, than I did 
during the war, when I only visited here 
ns seldom as possible, and the tone of the 
daily papers has changed much since the 
election, Prior to the war, Philade!phia 
enjoyed a large and lucrative trade with 
the South. To retain this trade was, at 
that pericd, a primary object with many 
of our leading merchants, and the magni- 
tude of its character was best evinced by 
the number of firme that were crippled 
by tho rupture between the two sections. 

The war ended and peaceful relations 
were once more established between the 
belligerent portions, nt least an endeavor 
on the part of some of our principal mer- 
cantile firms was made to re-establish che 
kindly fecling that had formerly existed. 
But while these laudable endcavors were 
being made, there was a class o en 
whose sole aspirations .

The eloquent speaker was greeted with 


tumultuous aud continued applause, and 
his remarks were most happy and ‘suita- 
ble for the occasion. As long as Mary- 
land continues to send to the Halls of 
Congress such men as Swann and Thom- 
as, she will retain a proud reputation 
throughout the country. From present 
appeatances, the signs of the times points 
to a period in our country's history, when 
our two Halls of Congress will be filled 
by men of hrains, sent there by the great 
Demccratic parts, and that the day will 
not be far off for such a happy event.—

Mayor Stokley was elected to that office 
last February for a term of four years 
from next January, and he is now serving 
out his first term under the old Constitu 
tion. The Gubernatorial election will 
take place in November next, and the 
fight between the two partics will be 
very bitter, but the chances are that the 
democrats will be successful. The ques- 
tion as to who will be elected U. S. Sen- 
ator in place of the Hon. Joho Scott, is 
causing quite a commotion among the 
democrats, who have not had the chance 
toclect a Senator for some years, and it 
js difficult to tel! whose chances are the 
most favorable. The State will be well 
represented if either of the prominent 
men spoken of are elected, and the 
impressi n here seems to be that che con; 
test will be between Mor. Chnrles R. 
Buckalew, Hon. Richard V aux, Ion. 
William Wallace, Hon. Jeremiah 8. 
Black and the Hon. Hiester Clymer.— 
The primary elections in this city have 
been postponed from early in December, 
the time at which they were origiaally 
fixed until the latter part of January. It 
is thought that if moro time be given, the 
respectable members of beth parties will 
be persuaded to come to the meetings 
and vote. Al) these attempts at reform 
may be claimed ns jast!y due to tho” suc- 
cess of the Democratic party at tho late 
election.

Me glue asone of their party, althouzh 
they supported him last Spring ns a Re 
form Candidate for Mayor. The denis 
ocratic party at present have no daily 
morning organ, but the two Evening pap- 
ers Zhe Chronicle and The Express are 
doing good service in their cause, and it 
is likely that a daily morning organ will 
be etar:ed some time next year in the in- 
terests of the party, 


The New York papers arrive here at an 
early hour, which is a great convenience, 
although the people of this city have to 
pay more for the papers than they are 
sold fof. in New York. The distance be 
tween New York city and West Phila- 
| delphia is ninety miles, and the paper 
train which leaves there npout fiye 
o'clock, arrives here in one hour and a 
half. 


The Importance of this cily as à grent 
commercial centre is growing more man- 
ifest every day. Philadelphia owns the 
only line of American — trans-atlantic 
steamers and her commerce increases in 
a steady ratio, greater than that of New 
York, Baltimore or Boston. She is con- 
structing large docks, and an immense 
elevator, and iy expending over halfa 
million in improving tho mouth of the 
Schuylkillf Park As tho lar- 
goat in the: AE an n 15 City Sut 
now building will be not only the largest 
municipal building in the country, but 
its dome will soar oven above that of Bt. 
Peters. No more suitable place could be 
found in this country than this city in 
which to hold Tho Centenninl Exposition. 
Fairmount Park contains 3000 acres of 
land, The Centennial Buildings to be 
erected aro an. Art Gallery covering 2) 
acres, a Main exhibition building cover- 
ing 20 acres, a Conservatory of 2} acres, 

a Machinery Hall of 12 acres, and The 
Agrieultural Department of 6 acres, mak- 
ing a tol@ of $2 aareg ich wick (i 
vpace occupied by the Zoological arden, 
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and the cattle pens and grounds for tho 
agricultural tents, will make a vast show. 
The State of Pennsylvania and the city 
of Philadelphia have provided for the Art 
Gallery ; the City for the Machinery Hall 
arid the Conservatory ; and the subscrip- 
tions to the stock already secured amount 
to about $2,000,000. The prospect of at- 
tendance and display frem foreign coun- 
tries is brighter by far than the commis- 
sion had anticipated and The Centennial 
will be a grand süccess in every way.

COMMON SCHOOLS. 


If education is to be made impera- 
tive by law, the public schools | cer- 
tainly ought to be useful cnough to 
justify the law. The peop'e want no 
nonsense. <A little education, that 
little being to the purpose, is better a, 
thousand times than a qua 9 
scraps picked up among the ‘graphics 
end the 'ologies. Technical studies, 
excellent ih their way, have no busi 
ness in these schools, never intended 
for special preparation. It is uns 
wiso, for example, to talk of introduc- 
ing phonography there mpfras 
tively few newspape ' anthors 
need the constant ser 
plished phonographe 
Courts cannot support a 
ber. The profession of ph 
—if it may be called q pr 
does not offer instant nnd asdured 
employment. Nor docs it offer hope 
of advancement in work and wages. 
It is tho last work inthe world which 
should occupy the sorcly-needed 
time of pupils in the publie schools. 
Evon it were of a more urgent and 
practical sort it would be out of place 
there. Phonography, telegraphy,and 
othor studies like these, belong of 
right in the technical schools, (free, if 
possible.) which we hope to see es- 
tablished before many years in overy 
largo town in the country. If the 
common schools should give abso- 
lutely thorough instruction in the 
imperative English branches, little 
time could be foime for theso trade 
studies, and still less for necomplish— 
ments like the arts and langunges.— 
It is not conservative to say that our 
schools are attempting too much — 
The results are to be seen in the 
young people who come ont of them 
unable to handle the ordinary bran- 
ches of an English education with in- 
stant and intelligent force. We are 
glad to see that authorities are bo- 
ginning to realize those results, Mr, 
William Wood of this city, who has 
beca School Commissioner for several 
years, and is therefore a critie mons- 
urably competent to speak, frankly 
calls the system one of “cheap and 
inefficient. instruction. Without be 
ing too sweeping, it must be said 
that these epithets aro justified. In 
the cft to make a comprehensive 
couse, the framers have succecdod 
omy in giving common school pupils 
a smattering alikeof the solid branch- 
os and of various sciences, which 
could at any rate be of small use to 
the majority. These are some of the 
studies which Mr. Wood has mention 
ed as imposed upon pupils in the 
grammar schools of ages from 11 to 
13 years: “Mechanics, hydrostics, 
pneumaties, acoustics, pyronomics, 
optics, magnetism, clectricity, astron- 
omy and chemistry.” Thie is ab- 
surdity without excuse. These sub- 
jects cannot bo studied thoronghly 
enough to make them of practical 
value, nnd they absorb tme that 
rhould bo given to others. If any 
thing be added, al that stage, to the 
goneral course, it should bo a &tady 
on government, law and human rights 
—subjects of which American boys 
are, ns a rule, ridiculously ignorant. 

Wo do not, of course, wish to bo 
understood as condemning cntirely 
scientific studies for young Amori- 
cans, Wo condemn them only when 
they push their way into places whore 
they are intrusive and valucless. We 
heartily advocate technical schools 
which should prepare for special 
work thoso advanced pupils of the 
common schools who nocd and desire 


such preparation. In these technical 
schools science can be mado largely 
availablo. In the common schoole it 
is sometimes degraded by inapt and 
superficial treatment, 

Drawing is a part of education 
which is apparently gaining ground 
in the public schools without support 
by any. glowing procedent of snecoss. 
Wo would advise school boards to 
consider long and well before they 
preseribe for all pupils a study whieh 
comparatively few enn use m active 
life. It is quoationable whether the 
training) drawing will- bo 8. 
enough to young men and nen on- 
tering the ordinary v! ) 
pensato them for tho 
other studion. A maj 
mitte of the Detroit Schoo) Board 
lias, as will he ween in another col:

* Cuntstuas, (Christ and mass, ) a 
festival of the Christian church, ob- 
erved on December 25th, as the an- 
niversary of the birth of the Saviour. 
Its institution is attributed by the 
decretal letters to Pope Telesphorns, 
who died A. D. 138, and throughout 
the subsequent history of the church 
it has been one of the most noted of 
Qhristian solemnities At first it was 
the most movable of the Christian 
festive days, often confounded with 
the Epiphany, and celebrated by the 
eastern churches in the months of 
April and May. In the 4th century 
the urgency of St. Cyril of Jerusalem 
obtained from Pope Julius I. an or- 
der for an investigation to be made 
concerning the day of Christ's nativ- 
ity. Tho result of inquiry by the 
theologians of the East and the West 
was an agreement upon the 25th of 
December. The chief grounds for 
the decision were the tables of the 
censors in the archives of Rome; and 
although, in tho opinion of some of 
the fathors, there was not authentic 
proof of the identification of the day, 
yet the degision was uniformly ac- 
cepted, Hd from that day the nativity 
fas been celebrated throughout the 
church on the same day.
